German Disappointments 


The Soundness of the Foundations on 
Which the British Empire Rests 


The Earl of Cromer in the Yale 
Review: Tne Germans thought the 
Biitish were a decadent race, whieh 
vas wholiy the prey of materialism, 
and which would never submit to the 
sacrifices necessary in order to re- 
sist the onslaught of the German 
mailed fist. The reply was that, 
in an incredibly. short space of time, 


the whole nation abandoned those 
time-honored traditions, which had 
been cherished for centuries, and 
sprang to arms, The Germans re- 
lied on the occurrence of civil war 
in Ireland. The result was that the 
Ulsterman gave his hand to _ his 


{southern opponent. They anticipated 


that the overscas dominions would 
shake off their loose connection with 
the mother country. ‘The reply was 
that Canadians, Australians and New 
Zealanders shed their blood like 
water in order to preserve that con- 
nection which German politicians er- 
roneously held to be irksome. Thev 
thought that South Africa was 
yearning for revenge and for com- 
plete independence. To their amaze- 
ment, they found that the policy of 
“daring conciliation,” as it has been 


jtightly termed, adopted by the Brit- 


war, 
led to the expulsion of Germany from 
her South African possessions. They 
pinned their faith on Indian discon- 


tent and disloyalty, and again they 
found the light fetters, forged by a 
benign democratic imperialism, con- 


stituted a far stronger bond of union 
than the heavy yoke imposed by 
absolutism. The Sikh and the 
Gurhka stood side by side with their 
British-born comrades in a supreme 
effort to dispel the absolutist night- 
They thought that Egypt and 
the Soudan must assuredly turn 
against those whom they erroneously 
designated as their oppressors. But 
even the religious tie between the 
Egyptains and Germany’s bewildered 
friend, the retrogade Turk, of whose 
methods of government the inhabi- 
tants of the Nile valley have had 
some bitter experience; failed to pro- 
duce any effect, while the perfect 
tranquility of the Soudan, garrisoned 
by a mere handful of British troops, 
rendered the most emphatic testi- 
mony as yet recorded in history to 
the soundness of the foundations on 


which the British ire rests. _

BARBED WIRE ENTANGLEMENTS OF THE OCEAN 


Mine Fields Answer Just the Same Purpose Afloat a the Barbed 
Wire Entanglements Do in Protecting Trenches from 
Attacks of the Enemy 


While the army is hammering away 
on the west front to break through 
“barbed wire” and other devilish en- 
tenglements of the present war, the 
navy has been rather passive. Few 
realize, however, that the navy has 
to face entanglements of a different 
sort which are just as treacherous as 
those the army has to break through. 

An up-to-date map of the North 
sea, such as the one in the chart 
room ‘of a British warship, is dotted 
with red marks which are added to 
daily. They indicate the presence 
of mines, some British laid and 
some turned loose from German U- 
boats. These are the “barbed wire” 
of the sea, and a nastier thing to run 
against, man, with all his ingenuity 
in devising methods of destruction, 
has neevr contrived. One need ex- 
ert no effort of imagination to jus- 
tify the comparison, for the mine- 
field answers just the same purpose 
afleat as the barbed wire entangle- 
ment does on shore. 

Without it sea war would be a 
very different matter from what it is 
now, or at least, in the narrow wat- 
ers where all the most important 
fighting must take place. 

The mine fields limit the move- 
ments of the belligerent forces. Even 
the British grand fleet,  imaster 
though it be of the seas, cannot go 
wherever it pleases because of the 
mine fields scattered about the wat- 
ers. Whenever the sea German 
wants to “dig himself in” at a base 
he drops a mine field in front of it, 
and behind this protection procecds 
with his task, well knowing that no 
British admiral would be so foolisin 
as to play the cnemy’s game by tak- 
ing his ships into such a dangerous 
area. 

And they are not little mine fields 
that the Germans put down, Some 
of those they have laid in the Norta 
sea are quite the biggest ‘“entagle- 
ments” of the kind ever constructed, 
containing, as they do thousands up- 
on thousands of floating death traps. 
No hostile ship can get through a 
mine ficld unless it knows the secret 
channel, and where such exist thev 
are’ continually. being changed in 
order to prevent any of our vessels 
discovering and using them. 

Experience has taught the ‘German 
that he cannot rely for safety even 
on his naval “barbed wire” unless 
he spends a great deal of time keep- 
ing it intact, British submarines 
are very inquisitive and

Surface  ves- 
sels, however, arc quite another mat- 
ter. For them to attempt “jump- 
ing” a minefield would mean almost 
certain destruction. 

Barbed wire erected against troops 
can be destroyed by artillery. The 
kird used at sea cannot be swept 
away in this fashion. A squadron 
might bombard a minefield until its 
guns were worn out and the “en- 
tanglement” would still be impas- 
sable. 

Minefields play the part of con- 
cealed snares as well as protections. 
Often enough have the Germans 
tried to entice the British ships into 
them, though never once have they 
succeeded in doing this. Numbers 
of such traps were laid for John Jel- 
licoe, and he fell into none of them. 
In fact, the only ships lost in Ger- 
man minefields have been the Ger- 
mans’ own. 

By bearing in mind what the pres- 
ence of these death-bestrewn areas 
docs in the way of “roping off” cruis- 
ing grounds onc, becomes the better 
able to understand certain naval 
happenings which, might otherwise 
seem a bit puzzling. Such, for ex- 
ample, as the periodic “comings out” 
of the Gerinan high seas fleet. Every 
now and again it is rcported by Her- 
lin that “Our high seas fleet went 
out into the North sca yesterday 
and returned again without meeting 
the enemy.” 

For all practical purposes two 
fleets might as well have a stretch 
ef dry land between them as a mine- 
field, since the one is no more pas- 


sable to ships than the other, and 804,

Developing Resources 


Directing the Work of Cultivating 
Idle Lands in Britain 


Feeding Britain with home-grown 
foodstuffs is the problem on which 
three British governmental depart 
ments have been working in close co- 
operation. The Director of Nation- 
al Service, the Agricultural Secretary, 


and the Food Controller have their 
plans almost completed, and they 
promise a public declaration that 
will be almost revolutionary. It is 


remarkable how well the secret of 
Eritain’s agricultural capacity has 
been kept. The Land Enquiry Com- 
mittee has issued wonderfully com- 
plete statistics regarding every cul- 
tivated acre. Descriptions are re- 
markably complete and_ claborate. 
Anyone inquisitive about the kind of 


|soil, the leading crops, the yields per 


acre, the conditions of cultivation, or 
the price of products can find all the 
information desired. But when _ it 
comes to the uncultivated areas that 
should be yielding, there is a striking 
dearth of information. 

The men who are keeping land 
idle for their own amusement or van- 
ity, and, incidentally, keeping men 
idle, are most discreetly silent about 
it. They succeed in directing all 
statisticians clsewherc. Some __ of 
them are fencnig off comfortable 
areas in Canada and in’ the United 
States, and in this, too, they are not 
courting the statistician or employ- 
ing publicity agents, Evidently the 
idle land has been discovered. The 
Director of National Service, accord- 
ing to a classification of industries as 
as essential and non-essential, will di- 
rect the workers in the non-essential 
to cultivate the land, Every man 
and woman capable of using a hoe 
or doing the lightest farm work will 
be enrolled in the civilian army. ff 
Hritain adopts a wise land system it 
should be a good omen for Canada 
We copied her bad system, and 
some of her people are taking advan- 
tage of our folly, and we should be 
equally imitative if she sets a good 
example.—Toronto Globe.

Food Value of Milk 


Three Quarts of Skim Mille Equal to 
One Pound of Sirloin 


“Dairy Farming,” prepared by @. 
H. Eckles, professor of dairy lus- 
bandry at Missouri University, and 
C. F. Warren, professédr of farm 
management at Cornell, is intended 
primarily as a text book for use in 
colleges and schools in which agri- 
culture is a branch of study. Phe 
scope of usefulness of the work _ is, 
however, much wider than that. The 
facts given in regard to the care and 
feeding of a dairy herd are such as 


should be within reach of every 
dairy farmer. What is said as to the 
value of milk as food should be 


known to every city houscholder. 


This latter point is dealt with in 
the first chapter of the book, In ev- 


armies iricty corner of the habitable globe, we 


are told, animal milk of some kind is 
used to sustain human life. Where- 
ever cattle can be maintained or af- 
forded the milk of the cow is used; 
where people are very poor the milk 
of goats or sheep is utilized, and 
where cows wil! not thrive, as in the 
Philippines or parts of South Ameri- 
ca, the water buffalo or the Hama is 
inade use of. 

It is not surprising that the use of 
milk is worldwide, because it is one 
of the most valuable of foods. The 
average milk of the cow, althcugh 
nominally a liquid, really contains 
12 to 13 per cent. of dry matter. This 
is about double the proportion of 
dry matter found in a turnip and_ is 
equal to one-third of that found in 
the edible portion of a beef animal. 
A quart of milk contains two-thirds 
as much energy as a pound of sirloin 
steak, although the latter costs over 
three times as much as the former. 
Even a quart of skim milk has over 
one-third the energy value of a pound 
of sirloin, and it contams twice the 
bone-forming material that is found 
in beefsteak thus ,making it a pecu- 
liarly valuable form of food for the 
young. 

“Tf,” say the authors, “ much that 
is spent on meat were spent for milk 
one could be as well fed at less cost. 
lf much of the money that is spent 
jor tea, coffee, alcohol and other 
stimulants that have little or no food 
value were spent for milk our health 
and our wealth would both be = im- 
proved.” 

Approximately, the authors say, 288 
quarts of milk are used per person 
per year in the average farm family, 
against 112 in the city, and it is 
quite possible, they believe, that this 
accounts for the better developrient 
of children on the farm. But city 
people are coming. to understand the 
food value of milk, In New York 
city the per capita consumption has 
increased by a third in twenty years,

Manufacturing in 
Western Canada 


Large Amount of Capital and Much 
Labor Was Employed 


Although western Canada cannot 
yet be called an industrial country, 


some very interesting figures, The 
preliminary results of this census 
show that in the provinces of Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and 
British Columbia, there were 2,886 
manufacturing establishments, capi- 
talized at $313,571,000, with 59,957 
employees drawing a total annual 
wage or salary of $36,732,000. The 
iotal output of these plants amount- 
ed in value to $180, 958,000, and the 
sum of $109,603,000 was reported as 
having been spent in the purchase of 
raw material.

|Tax on Land Values 
Best All Round 
Referring to taxation, the 


the deputy minister of 
states that in our 


report of 
niunicipatities 
towns and villages, 
there has during the last year or two, 
| been a tenden¢y to ask for widening af 
the basis of taxation and to include not 
lonly a tax on business, but a tax on 
buildings, improyements and personal 
| property. The reason of the desire ta 
j make a change appears to be bused on 
the understanding that if a ‘tax is levied 
on buildings, improvementsand personal 
broperty as well as on land, 
cupied lands within the munigipality 
would escape with a lighter tax and that, 


| therefore, the parties holding these un- 
,eccupled lands would, because of their 
getting off with a smaller tax than under 
the system of taxation of land values, 
continue to be revenue producers, where- 
jas, if the taxes were as high as those on 
improved property similarly situated, the 
Vacant land would be allowed to, become 
the property of the municipality. 

One criticism offered to this method of 
reasoning js that it is only deferring the 
evil day and that unless the vacant lund 
increases in yalue at an early date, the 
owner Ceases Lo bea taxpayer in any case, 
thus putting the whole burden of taxation 
on the shoulders of the parties owning 
improved lands, To support this ecriti- 
cism it is frequently pointed out that 
much of the unoccupied lands fn our ur- 
ban municipalities is not likely to be 
needed for building purposes for many 
years and the reducing of taxation on 
such unoccupied lands would, therefore, 
be of no real benefit, although in some

Further, under the regime of ‘‘the 
municipal ideal in hygiene,’’ there will 
be no toleration of the disgusting, tilthy, 
and highly dangerous practice of spitting 
on the public sidewalks. In fact, there 
will benosuch careless spitting anywhere ; 
foreyen in private or public buildings 
there will be such proyision for expector- 
avon thatthe ejected material can be im- 
mediately disinfected, with a yiew to its 
ultimate disposal in perfectly sanitary 
fashion. 

sull further, under ‘‘the municipal 
ideal in hygiene’’ such carriers of disease 
as flies, mosquitoes, rats and mice will 
have been exterminated, while the con- 
ditions which formerly encouraged or 
fostered their breeding will have been 
done away. 

Under the same ideal regime, all bnild- 
ings will be constructed not only with a 
view to utility and beauty, but also with 
a view to the elimination of accident and 
disease; while, in connection with all in- 
dustries carried on within the limits of 
the community, there will be adequate 
provision for the safeguarding of human 
life. 

When ‘the municipal ideal in hygiene’’ 
has been realized, every will be 
taught, and everyone — will practise, 
‘physical culture’ (in the larger sense 
of obeying the laws of health); public 
parks and playgrounds will be regular 
institutions; indoor and outdoorgymnasia 
will be mere commonplaces; and every 
one will understand the principles and 
the practice of ‘‘first aid to the injured.’’ 
In surgery, we have a saying that every 
one inthe operating-room ought to have 
and to exercise ‘‘the aseptic conscience’’ 
—that is, that no one dressed for an op- 
eration must touch anything that has 
not been rendered absolutely tree of bae- 
teria, and that no other person in the 
room must do anything fo contaminate a 
person so dressed for the case. Now, un- 
der the ideal regime of hygiene which we 
have under discussion, every citizen will 
have, if not an ‘‘aseptic,’’ at least a 
“sanitary conscience’’—which may be 
taken to inean that he will positively do 
nothing which in even remotely likely 
to jeopardize another person’s health, 
Oh, for that day!

To Test Your Own Seed | 


Simple Way of Testing Vitality of 
Grain Samples 


Tn the seed laboratory grain is test- 
ed to determine the percentage of 
vital seeds by placing one hundred 
kernels between blotters, keeping 
them at a suitable temperature and 
supplied with the proper amount of 
moisture in special germinating 
chambers, The result of such a test 
shows what proportion of the seeds 
are vital, but a more accurate idea 
of the value of the grain for seed 
could be gained from a soil test. 
Such tests are not practicable in a 
Jaboratory where thousands of sam- 
ples are under test at one time. 

Anyone can test sced for himself 
by putting one hundred seeds taken 
“just as they come” from. the grain 
he wishes to test, in soil in a flower 
pot, box or other convenient recep- 
tacle, and keeping it moistened, but 
not wet, in some place where it. will 
be not\too warm in the day time, and 
where it will be cooler but will not 
freeze at night, the alternation of 
temperature favors germination, By| 
noticing the number of plants pro- 
duced, whether they come up quick- 
ly and are strong or weak, one can 
determine the suitability of the grain 
for seceding purposes more accurately 
than from the results of a test which 
he docs not sce. If seed that is 
known to be of strong vitality can be 
planted under exactly the same con- 
ditions as the seed whose vitality is 
being determined, the test will be 
more valuable. 

Cleaning grain over a good fanning 
mill to remove from one-third to one- 
half of the bulk including all the 
light, shrunken and immature seeds, 
will greatly improve its quality as 
seed.—Seed Branch, Ottawa,

Canada’s Veteran Seedsman 


Preaching the Gospel of Sowing 


Good Seed 


If any Canadian has a pre-eminent 
right to speak dogmatically about the 
advantage of using only “good” seed 
on the farm, it is Professor Zavitz 
of the Ontario Agricultural College 
and Experimental Farm. lor many 
years he has been carrying on care- 
fully conducted experiments, with a 
view to ascertaining the comparative 
values of different sorts of sceds un- 
der the same general name; as, for 


example, wheat, oats, peas, potatoes, | 


and so on. Not content with the 
results of his own experimentation as 
a basis for drawing conclusions, he 
has founded: one of the most ingeni- 
ously organized co-operative associa- 
tions ever planned and maintained for 
the purpose of preaching the gospel 
of sowing good seed; the “léxperi- 
micntal Union.” 

In the course of his address dcliv- 
ered recently to the Ontario Associa- 
tion of Fairs and Exhibitions, Mr, 
Zavitz pleaded strongly with the as- 
sembled farmers to select with care 
and intelligence the seed to be sown 
in order that the full benefit, in the 
shape of profit from the crop, may 
be obtained. Good seed will  pro- 
duce better seed as its crop than in- 
ferior ‘seed will, but Mr. Zavitz was 
not satisfied with this statement 
alone; he advised taking the utmost 
care to see that the seed of the se- 
lected grain is free from any admix- 
ture of weed seeds. Weeds ar 
the worst bane the farmer has to 
contend with, 
much from the soil as a wheat or oat 
plant does, and is more hardy and 
thrifty than its appreciated neighbor. 
It is practically impossible to keep 
a farm measurably free from weeds 
unless the grain seed sown is free 
from association with their seeds. 
The carelessness of farmers on this 
point is so inexcusable as to be in- 
ceredible.—Toronto Globe.
